TAXING TO DESTROY 
Taxation is not merely a heavy burden, but also a 
force which changes the world around us. Two stories 
that have developed recently show how taxes 
can 
blight. 
At the Federal level, the Treasury is asking 
that 
money realised from tile sale of timber now be taxed 
as “Income” rather than as “capital gains.” This tech­ 
nical change simply means that taxes on harvested 
timber will be much higher than they are now. 
Under the present taxation, timber farms 
have 
sprung into being in many parts of tho United States. 
For the first time in our history, we are growing 
timber faster than we are harvesting it, relieving a 
worry about scarce natural resources and assuring 
lower lumber prices to the public. 
In addition, the timber protects the land against 
erosion, provides local tax revenues and very often is 
opened to the public for recreational purposes by the 
owners, It takes heavy investment to set up such 
a tree farm, and it is 30 years before the harvest can 
begin. 
Heavier taxation can produce a little more revenue 
for the treasury tor a while, but few new tree farms 
may be expected. Surely the Government then will 
raise a wail about our vanishing Umber. Fe deral pro­ 
grams at tarpapers expense will then be seen as the 
only solution 
Wouldn't it be better to leave the tax rule intact? 
In New York City another example of the blighting 
effect of taxation has come to light. Seagram, a liq­ 
uor firm, spent a prodigious amount of money in a 
new Park Ave. office building. Instead of following 
the custom of building the maximum rentable space, 
the company provided a large plaza with fountains 
to please the public. 
Local tax authorities usually tax on the basis of a 
building’s earning power, but decided to change the 
rule to get more taxes from the Seagram Building. 
Tney ii tax on the cost of the fine building instead. 
One oouian’t think of a better way to assure that 
no more fine buildings will be built in New’ York and 
no more pleasant plazas constructed at private ex­ 
pense.

Coughlin, president of an organi­

unaifunti n g ly 
named the Office Employes In­ 
ternational Union and headquar­ 
ters in this city. 
In a few days. Coughlin, who 
has strong locals in moon base 
brain centers and Nevada sec­ 
ret test sites, will shower Man­ 
hattan’s 
canyons 
with 
50,000 
leaflets. 
These flyers 
will 
urge 
the 
Street’s" white collar people to 
sign up.

lars. Right --- the figure is bil­ 
lions. And some of these monies 
are on deixrsit in the big bank-. 
which are now the objectives of 
the new drive. Other huge sums 
are in accounts handled by the 
biggest security houses in the 
world. 
There is, 
for example, one 
New York local which has a 
fund of some $60 million. It is 
estim ated that the locals of the 
United Brotherhood of Carpen­ 
ters have a total of $750 million. 
The steelworkers have v a s t 
funds. 
I have ascertained that die la* 
bor-manugem ent trusteed pen­ 
sion funds in which unions have 
vast influence now have over 320 
billion in stocks and braids. And 
these, of eciur.se. must be pur­ 
chased through "W all Street.” 
These pension funds receive 
five billion dollars a year — vir­ 
tually all of the money being 
contributed by American com ­ 
m erce ami industry. 
Of this annual income, some 
one and a quarter billion dollars 
is invested in common ad pre­ 
ferred stocks and in bonds. This 
m akes the pension funds good 
clients for any brokerage house. 
And no one wants to battle a 
cu tonier. 
As for tile banks, they not on­ 
ly carry huge cash accounts for 
the liens ion funds, and handle 
the multi-million dollar treasur­ 
ies of the big unions, but they al­ 
so adv ise them on vast real es­ 
tate investments. 
Thus it is not likely that the 
big houses will atem pt to fight 
off the new' unionizing drive. Nor 
will employes be unaware of the 
effect on the staff? of brokerage 
firm s which might lose juicy la­ 
bor accounts to another firm 
where the employes have signed 
up with the union.

the Winchester is not an unusual 
one in Civil War history except 
the fact the Winchester would 
not have been scuttled if its 
captain had been a little more 
humane toward his countrymen. 
The Union Army consisting of 
20,000 men under the command 
marched onto New Madrid from 
the north. The Confederate de­ 
fenses of the town consisted of 
2.500 men in two forts. After 
days of bombardment from the 
Union Army, the Confederates 
realized their situation and de­ 
cided to withdraw to the well 
fortified Island No. IO. several 
miles up - river from New Ma­ 
drid. But, the only way of es­ 
cape was by river. To do this, 
they needed all lx>ats available 
f r o m 
the 
Confederate 
fleet 
guarding Island No. IO. The Win­ 
chester, which had been attach­ 
ed to the Confederate Navy by a 
Memphis family, was a large 
ship with plenty of deck space. 
This boat would be ideal, rea­ 
soned Confederate Naval Com­ 
mander, George Hollins. But. 
when approached with the idea, 
the Winchester's captain refused 
saying he did not wish to ex­ 
pose his fine ship to those blast­ 
ed Union siege guns at New Ma­ 
drid. And, regardless of the rea­ 
sons, or who might be involved 
he was not going to take his 
shin into that danger. 
That night, during a heavy 
rain storm, the Confederate de­ 
fenders of New Madrid were lit­ 
erally packed onto ironclas gun­ 
boats and taken to Island No. IO. 
A few days later. Union Flag- 
Officer, Andrew Foote, thought 
now would be the time to by - 
pass Island No. IO. All resistance 
had been removed at New Mad­ 
rid and with this river fortress 
out of the way, the river would 
be open all the way to Mem­ 
phis. Island No. IO was situated 
in the river with the main chan­ 
nel passing to the right and a 
large chute to the left. The Con­ 
federates brass decided it would 
be much easier to hold the Is­ 
land and keep the Union gun­ 
boats from getting by if they 
had only one side to watch. So, 
why not sink something in the 
chute to obstruct the oassage? 
The Confederate fleet consist­ 
ed of gunboats and transmits. 
They’d need something big to 
obstruct the passage. . .say. . , 
like a transport. When the deci­ 
sion was made to sink a trans­ 
port, it wasn’t too hard to de­ 
cide which transport to sink. 
The order was given and within 
two hours, the Winchester was 
ablaze and sinking.
